sumers than rates.

on rates aggregated but 487 out of 
ihe total off 2663. Of these 1068 
were directed against telephone and 
telegraph rates; 104 -against elec- 
tric;, 99 against water, 12 against 
gas, 38 against auto stages and 
truck lines. Sixty-two rate com- 
vlaints were directed against steam 
railroads and 16 against steam heat, 
carriers, werehouses, exprgss, cold 
storage plants and ei fie The 
‘nformal complaints filed under the 
head of ‘‘Service’’ totaled 1089. 
These complaints were directed 
against every class of utility, tele- 
phone and telegraph companies lead- 
ing with 361 complaints. Water 
companies were next with 256 and 
electric companies third with 170.
